THE MURDER CASE. 


TWEEDY’S THREATS AGAINST 
THE DEFENDANTS 


Still a Matter of Solicitous Inquiry 
—Also Testimony as to Tweedy's 
General Reputation for Peace 
and Quietude—Sensational 
timony. 


The Wheeling murder trial is draw- 
ing to a ciose sooner than was expected. 
The detense have only a few witnesses 
whom they propose to put on the stand 
before resting their case. The rebuttal 
testimony will not probably be yery ex- 
tended, and the case will likely be fin- 
ished this week instead of running over 
into the next, as was anticipated at 
the beginning. 

The line of witnesses introduced yes- 
terday by the defense was almost en- 
tirely limited to the proving of threats 
made by the murdered man against 
both the defendants, and involved the 
bringing in of testimony showing the 
bad blood which existed between the 
men, and their numerous quarrels. 
here was also some testimony as to 
reputation. 

enry Gorman, the first witness, a 
resident at the west end of Antelope 
Valley, testified that Tweedy’s reputa- 
tion for being a dangerous and quar- 
relsome man was bad; that Zach Gen- 
try’s for being a truthful man was 
and that „ reputation for 
peace and quietude 

E. M. Durant, a hotel-keeper, testi- 
fied that upon the occasion of a trial 
where the different persons were inter- 
ested Tom gay and Roney Crane 
wore revolvers. e Court would not 
allow questions relative to the display 
of hostile feeling by Tweedy toward 
Wheeling, the witness having heard no 
threats. The witness, when asked as 
to Tweedy’ 8 reputation, answered that 
he was a bad man“ when under the 
influence of liquor. 

Joe Kitchline testified that Wheel- 
ing’s reputation in the valley for 
peace and quietude is good. 

J. Kepenger, a farmer, considered

Massachusetts gives a Republican 
majority of only 5000 to 6000, while 
New York goes Democratic by 20,000 
to 25,000. 

To ascertain the reason for these Re- 
publican reverses, it is by no means 
necessary to go so far as our esteemed 
atternoon contemporary, which sees in 
these defeats a rebuke administered 
by the American people to Mr. Harri- 
son, for not appointing Messrs. Os- 
borne, Seamans ct als. to lucrative po- 
sitions under the Federal Government. 

This is, to say the least. a rermark- 
able position to be taken by a Repub- 
lican journal, which—presumably—in- 
dorsed the civil service plank of the 
Republican National Platform, and 
which certainly, on more than several 
occasions, censured Mr. Cleveland, in 
pungent paragraphs, for not carrying 
out his civil service promises. But 
then, of course, it makes considerable 
difference whose jade is galled. 

The Republican defeats may be at- 
tributed to local causes. Intelligent 
voters—which designation includes 
most Republicans—are constautly com- 
ing nearer to the conviction that na- 
tional politics has little to do with 
city, county, or even State elections; 
hence this independence of action, 
when local questions are paramount— 
an independence which, in some cases, 
loses the Republicans a Senator. 

In Ohio, Mr. Foraker’s shabby treat- 
ment of Senator Sherman in the Na- 
tional Convention, together with his 
antagonism of the Germans, has cost 
him his election. In Iowa, prohibition 
defeated the Republican ticket. In 
other States, local questions might also 
be found which would fully account 
for these reverses, without necessi- 
tating any reference to Los Angeles 
county appointments. 

In the next general election, these 
States will be found allright. Like 
the little German States which were 
quarreling before the Franco-German 
war, they will unite in the face of the 
common foe.

THE LIBRARY AND ITS LESSONS. 


The Los Angeles Public Library now 
contains about 8000 volumes, inclusive 
of public documents. The increase in 
number of books drawn for home use 
last month was 900, the total number 
of books passed over the counter in 
October being 5521, which shows that

The statistics of books and 
magazines called for in a public library 
furnish an interesting test of the char-

zines drawn from the Los Angeles Li- 
brary for home use during the month 
we find—-rather to our surprise—Har- 
per’a famin the lead, with 39 calls; the 
Centuryjuwhich is generally credited 
with being the most popular magazine, 
occupying a bad second place, with 25, 
closely followed by Scribner, 23; St. 
Nicholas 22, and the North American 
Review 22. These magazines are far 
in the lead, the others mentioned rang- 
ing from 12 down to 1. 

Coming to books, we find—as might 
be expected—fiction far, far ahead, be- 
ing credited with 1428 applications, 
against a combined total of all other 
branches of 630. The greatest demand 
has been for the following authors, in 
the order named: Dumas, Roe, King, 
Bellamy, Crawford and Edna Lyall. 
Following fiction come geography and 
travels 127, history 126, literature 107, 
biography 69, philosophy 46, theology 
40, natural science 40, and from that 
down. 

Public libraries belong under the 
same classification of useful institu- 
tions as public schools. They take up 
the work of education where the 
schools leave off, and in this country, 
where young people enter early into 
the serious business of wage-earning, 
the schools frequently leave off sooner 
thap they should. The library de- 
serves more general recognition than 
it has hitherto receiyed in our system 
of education.

GEN. GREELY'S REPORT. 


‘The Signal Officer Says His Depart- 
. ment Needs Better Support. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—[By the Associ-

Tne attempts to start perfumery 
establishments here have not been 
given up, as several parties are experi- 
menting to that end, with a fair hope 
of success. Flowers are made to pay 
herein various ways. Our stores abound 
in finely-pressed or preserved speci- 
mens worked up with ferns. Last winter 
one boy earned $40 by selling bouquets 
of English violets to the Raymond 
guests. The plot that provided this 
revenue was about six by eight, and is 
suggestive of work that can be done by 
invalids. 


WHAT is the delay in the tollroad? 
The right of way has been secured, 
and now the only thing to obtain is 
the franchise, which is a small matter. 
We hope the work will go on, as it will 
certainly pay the enterprising gentle- 
man who have gone into it. It is said 
that 3000 persons visited the peak this 
last summer. If this is true, and we

_ WOMAN’S WORK. 


HOW TWO COURAGEOUS LA- 
DIES HAVE SUCCEEDED. 


The Work Accomplished by Them 
—The Only Fruit-preserving Es- 
tablishment in Pasadena—De- 
tails of the Fortunate Venture. 


The press of this section, the Board 
of Trade and almost every active busi- 
ness man have, in the last two years, 
lost no opportunity of urging the dwell- 
ers in this city to do something in the 
way of placing our fruits upon the 
market. Editorials, leaders, speeches 
at dinners, and harangues at the Board 
of Trade, have urged people to be up 
and doing. The tons of fruit going to 
waste have been pointed at, and every 
appeal made to get some man or men 
to go into the fruit-preserving busi- 
ness; but the man did not take the 
hint, and it has remained for two 
ladies to step to the front, single- 
handed, literally, and prove to the 
people of Pasadena that they have re- 
7 and that it will pay to develop 


em. 
These ladies, Miss Amos and Miss 
Hinman, were school teachers. Wo- 
men of the highest refinement and cul- 
ture, yet they have accomplished what 
the male population of Pasadena 
thought could not be done. What 
available money they had was unfortu- 
nately invested here, and they found 
themselves in Pasadena without much 
means of support. Did they sit down 
and wait for people to come out with 
money? Did they go up to Seattle to fol- 
low up the boom? By no means. They 
began in a very womanly way to show 
their faith in the land of their adop- 
tion. They saw the tons of fruit go- 
ing to waste, and believed that they 
could rve some of it at a profit by 
following out their “home-made” rule, 
which was to use the very best mate- 
rial and give a fair and just amount. 
They talked the matter over with 
their friends and the latter, among 
them the Rey. Mr. Merwin, Mr. Raab, 
F. 8. Smith, Mrs. Margaret Collier, 
D. M. Graham and Miss Jennie Col- 
lier offered to aid them, and asa re- 
sult of their endeavors $150 was raised, 
and became the capital stock of the 
Woman’s Fruit-preserving Union of 
South Pasadena. This enabled them 
to buy some glasses and hire a two- 
room cottage on Glendon way, South 
Pasadena, near the railroad; and here 
with a few spoons, a kettle, a gasoline 
stove, the movement was inaugurated. 
They went to the fruit groves of the 
— and bought their stock, 
and without help commenced to make 
2 and jams from the fruit that 
appened to be in season. In many 
cases they even picked the fruit them- 
selves, preserved, boxed and shi 
even the carpentering was done 
ntlewomen.. Inable to du 


cut them down, 4 6 
and sent them to the depot. Th 
question of finding « market had been 
considered, and each lady wrote to all 
her friends in the East, and in this 
— the news was spread. The first 
order came from Colorado; then one 
came from a lady in Philadelphia. who 
wanted $125 worth, and who doubled 
her order this year. They very soon 
found that they could dispose of all 
they could make. During this time 
they wrote their own price lists, and a 
new one had to be copied every time a 
letter came; but it was by this strict 
economy that they were enabled to 
move ahead with a continually in- 
creasing credit. They paid as they went: 
doing nearly ali the work, from picking 
and hulling down to packing. There 
were no salaries to pay and no leakage. 

‘Their business rapidly iacreased, and 
they were soon able to pay back the 
money advanced by their friends. 
Their work became known in town, 
and they began the second year with 
— „ ot money from several sources, 
and a good credit. They now put up 
jellies, jams and marmalades, table 
fruits and preserves. Among them 
were strawberries, red raspberries, 
blackberries, apricots, plums, necta- 
rines, peaches, pears, Hungarian 
prunes, green gages and Damson 
plums, figs, strawberry jam, raspberry 
and blackberry jam, gooseberry and 

lum jelly, orange marmalade, _— 
jelly, and nearly all the kinds of pre- 
serves that can be found in the market. 

The business of this enterprising 
firm ended November 6th, and com- 
mences again as soon as Oranges are 
ripe, about the middle of January. 

It has sent off over four tons of fruit 
so far this season—a small amount, 
perhaps, to the big canner, but a large 
amount when it is considered that all 
the work was done by the firm, with 
only the assistance of a few women 
during a press of business.

THE 7 cx OF NOVEMBER 


Gren. ANDREW JACKSON 


his attention was directed toward the 
hostilities of the Spaniards in Florida. 
Nine British vessels anchored in the 
harbor of Pensacola in the following 
August, and Col. Nichols endeavored 
to inflame the Indians to fresh bostili- 
ties. Orders had been transmitted to 
Jackson to attack Pensacola, but, as 
they were six months on their way, 
that General did not wait for their ar- 
rival, but at once set about raising 
troops, and by November had a force 
of 4000 men well in hand. He set out 
from his headquarters at Mobile on No- 
vember 6th, encamped two miles from 
Pensacola. On the 7th Jackson sent 
a messenger to the Governor to say 
that the expedition was not one of hos- 
tility, but to protect the 1 of 
Florida against violation by the Brit- 
ish. He demanded the surrender of 
the forts, pending the on by 


force. The demand was refused, and 
the troops marched into the town, 
avoiding the fire of the fleets and the 
force. e attack was opposed only 
by a two-gun ae which was 
uickly captured. e forts were 
then surrendered except Fort Baran- 
cas, six miles distant, which was 
blown up by the British, and the ships 
sailed away. Jackson's vigorous 
measures put an end to further hostili- 
ties, and the Indians made haste to 
submit. 

At Gen. John C. Fremont's order 
early in November, 1661, Gen. John A. 
McClernand with 3000 IIlinois troops, 
moved down the Mississippi from 
Cairo in gunboats. to attack Columbus 
by menacing Belmont, Mo., opposite, 
while another force under Gen. F. 
Smith advanced from Paducah 
Columbus from the 
rear. The Federals landed three 
miles from BELMONT on November 7th, 


and the gunboats at once opened fire 
on Columbus. Pillow was dispatched 
by Gen. Polk to reinforce Imont, 


andinthe sharp engagement which 
ensued the Federals were victorious. 
The heavy Confederate artillery in 
Columbus, however, — upon the 
position with such destructive effect 
as to make it untenable, and the Fed- 
erals, after burning the Confederate 
camp. withdrew from the place. Polk 
then opened with his heaviest guns, 
sent more troops under Gen. Cheat- 
ham, and finally came over himself. 
The Confederate force then numbered 
5000, and the whole body fell upon the 
Federals, but the latter sueceeded in 
making their escape. The Federal 
loss in the engagement was 500, and 
that of the Confederates 600 in killed, 
wounded and missing. 
No place of execution figures so 
rominently in the annals of crime as 
yburn, the gallows at which were of 
a triangular form resting on three sup- 
pos. and hence often spoken of as 
YBURN’S TRIPLE TREE. It was first 
established in the reign of Henry IV., 
about 1410. Among remarkable indi- 
viduals who suffered death at Tyburn 
were the Holy Muid of Kent, in Henry 
VIII.'s reign: Mrs. Turner, notorious 
as @ poisoner and celebrated as the in- 
ventor of yellow starch; John Felton, 
the assassin of the Duke of Bucking- 
the renowned

mentse—the result of a life of extrava- 
gance and immorality—hurried into 
crime. The last malefactor executed 
bere was John Austen, on the 7th of 
November, 1783, for robbing with vio- 


lence. 

Today is the anni of TIPPE- 
CANOE. In anticipation of Indian hos- 
tilities along the Ohio, Col. John Boyd 
with 500 United States troeps was in 
the fall of 1811 ordered from Pitts- 
burgh to join Gen. Harrison in a pro- 
jected campaign. The latter officer 
with Boyd’s troops and 500 militia 
marched up the Wabash 60 miles, and 
on the 6th of November reached a 
point three miles from the prophet’s 
town. Gen. Harrison arranged his 
camp in the form of an irregular paral- 
lelogram, placing on his front some 
United States infantry, under Maj. G. 
R. C. Floyd, flanked on the left by one 
company and on the right by two com- 

anies of Indiana militia under Col. J. 

artholomew. In the rear was another 
battalion of United States infantry, 
which were supported on the right by 
four companies of militia, while the 
right flank 80 yards in extent, 
was filled by mounted riflemen, 
as also the left flank 150 
yards wide. Inthe rear was a troop 
of dragoons and a reserve of cavalry. 
After supper the troops retired to rest 
and only the sentinels remained awake. 
Shortly after midnight the Indians 
rushed to the attack, but Harrisons 
men were instantly ready and main- 
tained the conflict in the dark until 


flight, leaving 40 dead bodies on the 
field. The pursuit was continued for 
several miles and many savages were 
captured. Harrison's loss was 60 
killed, besides a considerable number 
wounded. This victory preety en- 
hanced his military reputation, and the 
cry of “Tippecanoe and Tyler too.“ 
carried him triumphantly to the Presi- 
dency in 1840.
